Roosevelt Says Increase In

will be necesary if the cost of a 
crop control program is increased 
by the special session of congress. 
The P resident outlined his plans 
for crop control legislation in let­

South C arolina of the senate agri­ 
culture com m ittee and to Jones. 
"It is, of course, especially im ­ 
portant th at any new legislation 
should not unbalance the expected 
balancing of the budget.” th e P res­ 
ident w rote. 
"In other words, no additional 
federal expenditures from the gen­ 
eral fund of the treasu ry should 
be m ade over and above existing 
planned 
expenditures. 
The 
only 
exception to this would be the in­ 
curring of additional obligations on 
th e p a rt of the treasury, backed 
JOO percent by additional receipts 
from new taxes. 
“In other w ords, w hatever goes 
out m ust be balanced by an equiva­ 
lent am ount com ing in.” 
$500,000,000 Appropriated 
C ongress 
appropriated 
approxi­ 
m ately $500,000,000 for soil conser­ 
vation during the cu rren t year. 
In m aking public the P eraident’s 
letter, Jones said, “ I feel confident 
th at legislation can be worked em ­ 
bodying th ese principles.” He add­ 
ed he w as "hopeful th a t we may 
have a bill ready for consideration 
in early part of the session.”

ag ain st a repetition of th e Repnbll. 
can farm board

“I wish to em phasize especially,” 
he said, “th a t any price stabilizing 
features, through loans or other

W e m ust never again invite the 
collapse of farm prices, the stop­ 
page of farm buying and th e de­ 
m oralization of business th at fol­ 
lowed th e federal farm board's a t­ 
tem pts to m aintain 
farm 
prices 
w ithout control of farm surpluses.” 
Safeguard To Income Seen 
In sum m arizing the features that 
he said he believed should be in­ 
corporated in new farm legislation 
at th e special session, Mr. Roose­ 
velt said, "the new national farm 
act should safeguard farm ers’ in ­ 
come as well as th eir soil fertility. 
It should provide th e storage of re 
serve 
food supplies in an 
ever 
norm al granary, so that if severe 
and w idespread drouth recurs con 
Burners will be assured of more 
adequate supplies w ith less drastic 
increases In price than would oth 
erw ise be the case. It should p ra 
vide for control of surpluses when 
and as necessary, hut at the sam e 
tim e it should preserve the export 
m arkets that still arc open to our 
farm ers. 
It should 
protect both 
farm ers and 
consum ers 
against 
extrem e ups 
and 
downs 
in the 
prices of farm products.”

Another problem was Soviet Rus­ 
sia's opposition to the granting of 
belligerent rights to the warring 
sides in 
Spain until all foreign 
fighter* had been withdrawn. 
Ivan Maisky, envoy

ish republican government, height­ 
ened the tension In a bitter debate 
with Italy’s ambassador to London, 
Count Dino Grandl. when the sub­ 
com mittee met yesterday to put the 
finishing touches to the plan to 
restore non-intervention.

vented what might have been

smashup of the negotiations. 
Even then he may only have

it. Eden called for

Italy and Germany have avowed 
and defended their own pro-insur­ 
gent Intervention in Spain, at the 
same time accusing Russia of ac­ 
tively helping the Valencia govern­ 
ment.

George is the mug you don’t like. 
Spanish loyalists, for Instance,

shipping and that the rebels even may bomb their 
own cities to make the loyalists look bad.

Except Madrid 
SU R R E N D E R of Gljon, the governm ent’s last ira- 
portant seaport In northwest Spain, to Franco 
forces on the eve of withdrawal of foreign “volun­ 
teers" fighting In the civil war suggests the con­ 
flict may enter Its second winter with the Insurgents 
holding an improved position. 
Every Franco victory releases men and equipment 
for the main objective of the insurgent campaign, 
capture of Madrid. All other success** are to that 
highly desirable one as decisions over second-raters 
In boxing are to a knockout of the champion. 
Observers report, however, that Madrid Is becom­ 
ing an increasingly bard nut to crack. As the capital 
city, however, and as the focal point of Spanish 
partlotism, it must be cracked before the Francs 
cause can be called successful. For the same reason, 
as long as the loyalists continue to hold It they hold, 
also, a moral victory over the opposition, no matter 
how widely defeated they may be, elsewhere. 
Madrid is the big prize lo the war—as big today 
as it was in the summer of 1936 when it was made 
the first objective and scheduled for capture within 
a matter of a few week*.

Prosperity under 
any form of collectivism can. then- 
retl< ally, be ordered and controlled, 
Theoretically, un­

collectivism , 
there

never be any de­ 
pression. All work 
and 
labor being 
organized * under 
one 
cover, 
it 
should, 
theoreti­ 
cally, be possible 
to 
keep It con­ 
stantly producing 
at 
higher 
and 
higher levels, and 
the returns being 
Mise Thompson socialized

should m ove to higher and higher 
standards of living for everybody. 
This Is the appeal of collectivism 
to the orderly and nonpredatory 
mind. Bm all experience show s— 
and the world Is replete with such

risks. There are risks which no 
body of supermen can control or 
foresee, since they cannot yet ab­ 
solutely control nature. There are 
risks which lie outside the area of 
their control, but have repercus­ 
sions upon IL The Soviet union bai 
existed for 20 years, but bks not 
been Impervious to advances or 
regressions elsewhere in the world 
during all that time. And there are 
the greatest possible risks in the 
minds and characters of the con­ 
trollers.

N 
OT being gods, nor even super­ 
men, 
but 
perfectly 
ordinary 
politicians, 
them selves 
running 
constant risks of cabals from otber 
ordinary but ambitious politicians, 
they also move this way and that. 
Improvise 
and 
experiment, 
are 
som etim es wise, and oftener—men 
being 
men—In error. 
They also 
guess, and they guess without a 
thousand fine signs that In a free 
economy tell them whether they 
are hot or cold. If they guess right, 
there are profits—and In a collec­ 
tivist economy the distribution of 
those profits is also a headache.

We drive 
prfvately-owned and manufactured 
automobiles on publicly-owned and 
manufactured roads, and stop in 
public parks and at private bot dog 
stands. In some activities public 
and private enterprise are inextric­ 
ably mixed—as in railroads, com ­ 
munications, and. In 
m ost coun­ 
tries, utilities. Public and private 
econom ic activity exist separately. 
In 
collaboration, 
In 
competition. 
and, even merged. In all the nations 
of the western world. But the mix­ 
ture Is risky. Because govern men; 
economic activity operates under 
quite different conditions than pri­ 
vate econom ic activity, with cer­ 
tain advantages and other handi­ 
caps, and for somewhat differen. 
purposes. The risks cannot be elim ­ 
inated. But they can be enormous­ 
ly mitigated, or they can be enor­ 
mously enhanced.

S THE government out to rem­ 
edy agreglous abuses, in the eco­ 
nomic system , or does It believe 
that these abase* are integral to 
the econom ic system and that the 
system Itself must be profoundly 
modified?

Government’s Intervention in U. S. Business 


Life Has Resulted In Heavy Price Increases

m eat Intervention In the busi­ 
ness life of the country has been 
sugar-coated 
by 
administration 
spokesmen in their speeches as a 
great humanitarian endeavor, but 
the cold facts of what It. costs in 
the way of Increased prices to the 
whole public are not as readily 
camouflaged. 
Little by little, the truth Is com ­ 
ing out. The other day, President 
Roosevelt conceded that the deficit 
would be higher this year than be 
had estim ated, but he did not men­ 
tion one of the principal reasons 
why the federal expenditure* are 
burning about 8238.000,000 ahead 
of last year. Much of this Is due 
to the increased prices the govern­ 
ment Itself has to* pay for the 
things it buys. 
Som e idea of what bas happened 
to the price structure may be de

/'"AIRO— King Farouk of Egypt Just up and popped 
N - the question. And Farida Zulfikar, 16-year-old 
daughter of an Egyptian nobleman, said “Yes.” 
Sounds natural enough. But boy, oh boy, in Egvpt 
that s news And it’s only the beginning 
W hat will Farida do about the veil, for instance. 
Will she wear it in public? 
This betrayal bids fair to upset Moslem customs 
that are centuries old. 
For example: In Egypt, until recently, a bride­ 
groom never saw bls fiancee until their wedding 
nighL 
If a young man wanted to marry he approached a 
“khattibeh.” a woman whose business it was to help 
men seeking brides 
She visited fam ilies with daughters of a marries- 
able age, accompanied by the mau’a female relatives. 
Together they made their choice, and. lf the approv­ 
ed—and he made his decision entirely on their de­ 
scription of his future wife—arrangements were 
made with the girl s parents for payments of the 
dowry. 
This was money or property given to the girl s 
parents by the bridegroom In exchange for their 
daughter. 
This custom is being dropped gradually among 
educated classes in Egypt, hut It never w as observed 
better than at the court of the late King Fuad, Far- 
o a k s father. 


p A U D was a stickler In such matters. Queen Nazi!. 
* 
his widow, spent m ost of her life In the royal 
harem until Fuad died. On the rare occasions when 
she drove through the streets of Cairo she was heav- 
ily veiled. 
And now Egypt Is wondering what Farida will do 
about the veil. 
Farouk is known to have discussed the m atter 
with Sheikh Moustapha el Maraghy, rector of Azhar 
university and head of a1! Moslems* in Egypt Sheikh 
Maraghy 
is 
progressive—recently 
he 
introduced 
courses In English and Japanese into bls thousand- 
year-old university 
but he Is attached to certain 
traditions. 
Farida, accustomed to short-skirted sports dresses 
and berets, will find a veil irksome if she has to 
wear one. 
Farouk is In love with Farida. He takes her swim . 
ming and horseback riding, and together they play 
tennis and go on moonlight auto drives. 
All this would have been Impossible not so many 
month* ago.

But Farouk, as well as Farida, was educated on 
western lines. The young monarch had an English 
goyernew and European tutors. Farida went to a 
Catholic convent when she was eight and remained 
there until shortly before her engagement. 
Farnuk Intends to bring court etiquette ap-to-date 
Only recently he gave a garden party for the princes 
and princesses of the royal family, and introduced 
Farida to them all. 
In Fuad’s day there would have been separate par­ 
ties—one for men, the other for the women.

It was during the pastorate of 
Rev. R. P. Fitch, who followed Rev.

are at the lowest point now since 
May, 
1936. 
that 
non-residentlal 
awards for building have materially 
recoded and that steel production, 
which is a reflection of what is 
happening In the heavy industries, 
has been declining steadily for the 
last few weeks, being 'way behind 
a year ago. 
The stock market decline has 
been a reflection of some of these 
unfavorable developments in the 
business and industrial world, not 
the least of which is th© arbitrary 
rise in prices forced on the eco­ 
nomic system by new' deal laws 
and unplanned economy, The an­ 
swer, of course, Is to stimulate the 
volume of transactions by develop­ 
ing and financing new ifiarkets out 
of tho abundance of gold possessed 
by the country. This, however, nec­ 
essitates also a policy of balanced 
economy as between the variouz 
factors in the system, such as man- 
agement and labor. 
Government, instead of being an 
economic 
guide 
and 
mediating 
friend to both sides, has become a 
partisan, passing laws that Increase 
the cost and administering other 
laws in such a way as to Increase 
costs without regard to where the 
payment is coming from. On top 
of all this is an unsound tax sys­ 
tem which imposes burdens that 
are reflected In the prices. 
The one thing some of the new 
dealers do admit is wrong with 
the present situation is that prices 
are too high, but naturally there is 
among them little inclination to 
place the blame on the President 
or his policies. Instead we perceive 
the beginnings of an inclination to 
blame the management of Ameri­ 
can business, a circumstance that 
seems to Indicate agitation for gov­ 
ernment price controls at the next 
session of congress.

In spite of the bungling management of nearly four years and the pauperized condition of the city’s finances the pres­ 
ent Mayor is asking the voters to elect him for a third term.

Why Christian Endeavor? 


By Rev. Ray Klingaman, Pastor of St. Jacob* Church, 


Lisbon and County Advisor 


Over a half century ago Christian Endeavor began aa a 
movement for Christ and the Church. It had Its conception In 
the mind and heart of a Congregational clergyman namely, Dr. 
Francis E. Clark, who loved young people, knew their needs and 
was quite anxious to meet them. He placed a great amount of 
confidence In the way they would respond to a high challenge, 
and their ability in creative thinking and action. Instead of one 
society today that number has Increased to thousands, and is ac­ 
cepted by more churches each year. A good number of counties 
within the state are organized. Many of the states are organized 
with a full time secretary. The states are organized into a nar 
tional organization, and some nations create the International 
Society of Christian Endeavor. 
Each of the above units have 
conventions at stated times for the purpose of giving inspiration 
and help in every way possible to the Individual and local sod* 
eties. Through these years we can proudly say that it has been 
a movement for and by the young people towards vital, necessary 
and constructive ends. 
The individual is confronted with Christ, with the result 
that Christ captures his mind, 
imagination and allegiance. 
Each one is guided in the search to know the kind of a world 
be lives in, and an urge Is created to bring the mind and spirit 
of Christ to bear upon the current problems of tb6 day. Each 
member of the local society Is asked to sign one of three forms 
of the Christian Endeavor Pledge, which are quite suggestive 
and lead to life forming habits that will deepen a faith, give 
a higher evaluation of others, create an urge for Christian Ser­ 
vice, with the result that life grows beautiful and more mean­ 
ingful. We cherish for every young person that it might be 
said of them: 
"He grew in wisdom and in suture and in favor 
with God and man.” 


It is designed for the local church no matter how large or 
small, whether located in the country or city. Christian En- 
deavor is yours for the asking; no demands are made but will­ 
ingly shares what It has in the form of experience, programs, 
and leadership. 
The purpose is for Christ and the Church. 
The programs are quite flexible, suggestive and easily adapted 
to the local church and denominational program. Officials of 
the County organization, who are young people make their ser­ 
vices available to the local societies for inspiration and help on 
problems that arise. The services of our sUte secretary are 
available and used during the year at rallies or conventions. 


Three su g g estiv e programs are offered to the local churm 
for various sge groups, which are: 
Young People's, Intermedi­ 
ate, and Junior. Some churches have but one society, while 
others have all three and In either case there are many indica­ 
tions that the local Churches are doing an effective piece of 
work for Christ and the Church. 


There is another aspect of the Christian Endeavor move. 
ment that makes it attractive and meaningful for the youth of 
our day, and that is the opportunity it affords them for fellow­ 
ship and collective efforts towards common objectives on an in­ 
terdenominational basis. They meet young people from other de­ 
nominations, other schools anc communities on the basis of 
sharing rather than competing, for the purpose of working with 
rather than against or unrelated, and together discover that 
higher unity which Jesus cherished and prayed for. It baa been 
a great privilege to work for four years with such a group of 
young people in Columbiana County, and it bas afforded me 
some of ray moat happy experiences during that time. I have 
watched them tackle big problems, set up fine programs for 
rallies and county conventions with a frankness that one seldom 
experiences in adult groups, but with a feeling of love and de­ 
sire to do a big Job in a real spirit with all cooperating. This 
kind of an experience is hard to describe, but is quite Inspiring, 
truly helpful, and is a tte s tiv e for young People’s work In the 
future. 


In conclusion I want to say that some of the finest young 
people of our County are actively engaged in Christian Endeav­ 
or work. Can you imagine a group of these young people rep­ 
resenting 30 societies with a combined membership of 1,800 con­ 
ducting a county-wide program including rallies, conventions, 
budgets, socials, etc.? Well, there is such an interdenomination­ 
al group doing a very interesting, constructive, and helpful 
piece of work for Christ and the Church. I want to further com­ 
ment. that this is the only group to my knowledge within our 
county that 16 endeavoring to create a county religious con­ 
sciousness. and working tn the interest of and for the young 
people of Columbiana County irrespective of denominational af- 
filiations. 
Congratulations Young People! 


Such work is always blessed from above, and the Joy is 
most rewarding.

In ten years th e 
movement bad 36.000 members. 


Since ISSI the Christian Endeavor movement has grown 
rapidly until now it bas over 4,000,0(10 members, half of whom 
are in the United States. 


The British Isles are celebrating this year the fiftieth anni* 
versary of Christian Endeavor, the first society there being or* 
ganised in the Hlgbtown Congregational church, Crewe, under 
the leadership of the late Rev. A. W. Potts. Today there are 300 
societies in London alone, with fourteen thousand members. 


It baa been the same In China, Japan, Austria and practical­ 
ly every country on the globe. In some nations members of the 
organization are suffering persecution due to thelf beliefs. Be* 
cause It is Interdenominational and Internationa! ft is a tre* 
mendous and valuable movement ’’For Christ and the Church.*

One of the last messages of Dr. Clark re­ 
vealing his great humility aud devotion to the cause follows!

Lord Jeeus Christ.

WASHINGTON. Oct. 23.—Economy swayed army engineers who 
recommended the Pittsburgh-Ashtabula route In preference to three 
others proposed for a waterway to connect the Ohio river and Lake 
Erie. 
These were under consideration also: Portsmouth to Sandusky, Cin­ 
cinnati to Toledo, and the 
Alle-*J* 
gheny rlver-French creek route. 
The district engineer's report, 
recommending the construction of 
a canal using t h e Beaver, Mahoning 
and Grand rivers at an estimated 
cost of $179,OOO,Oho is before the 
board of army engineers for final 
action. Congress already has autho­ 
rized the development subject to 
the board’s approval. 
Each Of 4 Routes Feasible 
‘The construction of a canal by 
any one of the four routes consid­ 
ered appears to be feasible, based 
on 
engineering 
considerations,” 
said the report. 
“In the case of the Cincinnati- 
Toledo route, 
a sufficient water 
supply could not be developed for 
operation of the canal at full capa­ 
city," It added. 
That and the PortHmouth-San- 
dusky routes, the district engineer 
reported, "possess less 
favorable 
physical and much less favorable 
economic aspects than the Pitts- 
burgs - Ashtabula 
and 
the 
Alle­ 
gheny rlver-French Creek routes.” 
After reviewing the two latter 
courses, the report said the Pitts- 
burgh-Ashtahula route is “undoubt­ 


edly economically superior to the 
Allegheny 
rlver-French 
creek 
route." 
Variation Of Old Plan 
By way of French creek, it said, 
the route would be 86 miles longer, 
have a summit pool 225 feet high­ 
er, Involve 442 feet more lift, and 
would require 33 locks, compared 
with only 14 locks on 
the 
Pitts- 
burgh-Ashtahula route. 
Citing an estimated $275,000 an­ 
nual flood control benefits on the 
recommended route, the report said 
"flood control benefits for the other 
routes would not be sufficient to 
appreciably affect 
the economic 
comparison of the four routes." 
The 
route recommended 
is a 
variation 
of one 
advocated 
for 
years by the Lake Erie and Ohio 
river canal board. 
The route recommended by the 
army engineers, projects a summit 
level at 845 feet, “which would re­ 
quire no diversion of water from 
French creek and would require a 
total of only 14 locks in lieu of the 
24 locks considered necessary for 
the plan proposed 
by 
the 
canal 
board.”

Doctor Stresses Necessity 


Of Special Care During 


Childhood Stages 


By ROYAL S. COPELAND, Ut. D. 
\ |O S T persons 
love 
to fondle 
A l the precious little feet of* In 
fants. Yet, few realize the Intric­ 
ate architecture of the feet and 
their need of special care during 
Infancy and childhood. 
The foot is not a solid body, but 
Is composed of 32 bony masses. It 
takes IO years before the general 
structure of the foot Is completed. 
And even after the tenth year cer 
tain details of the great heel-bone 
are not perfected, hut require an 
other IO years. 
During the time the baby Is de 
veloplng, the various foot arches 
are held in position by means of 
fatty pads. This is why the foot 
of the new-born baby usually ap­ 
pears to be perfectly flat. But as 
soon as the child begins to crawl 
and stand, the muscles became de­ 
veloped. The fatty pads are then 
absorbed and the foot begins to 
show Its true arch formation. 
Foot Defects Common 
The bony structures of the infant 
are soft and Incomplete. They can 
easily be bent. Thus if the child 
Is overweight or undernourished, 
the feet may easily become warped 
and misshapen. With proper care, 
adequate nutrition and the use of 
correct footgear the foot will de­ 
velop naturally and grow to be 
strong and sturdy. 
Too 
many children, especially 
those of school age, show serious 
foot defects. 
If these are neglect­ 
ed. they may become quite disab 
ling in early adult life. Such de­ 
fects are often produced by short 
stockings, narrow shoes or shoes 
that are too stiff for tender little 
feet. 
For this reason It Is advised 
that the child's shoes be of a pro­ 
per width 
to 
permit 
adequate 
growth of the feet. They must be 
wide enough a d long enough to 
enable the feet to move freely. 
Do not have the child wear heavy 
shoes because, even though they 
may he more durable, they may 
cause serious 
harm. The shoes 
should be flexible at the ball of the 
foot and the soles made of a good 
grade "exude leather. 
Shoes Affect Feet 
In 
former 
years 
footwear for 
children was an expensive house­ 
hold Item. 
Today, modern manu­ 
facturers of shoes for children have 
reduced 
the prices so they are 
within the reach of everyone. In­ 
fant’s shoes and th o se.for young 
children are made for health and 
comfort. If you are careful in your 
choice, 
you 
can 
protect 
your 
child against foot ills. 
Children with defective feet rare­ 
ly 
require 
special 
"orthopedic” 
shoes, provided corrective exercis­ 
es are begun at an early age. 
Of 
course, in some cases special shoes 
with arch support may he wisely 
recommended.
